county clerk, $3,600; recorder 
$3,000; treasurer, $3,600; tax 
collector, $3,000; district at- 
torney, $3,600; public adminis- 
trator. and coroner, $2,400; 
auditor, $3,000; assessor, $3,- 
600; superintendent of schools, 
$3,000; horticultural inspector, 
$3,000; chairman of the board 
of supervisors and purchasing 
agent, $3,600, and supervisors, 
$1,800. 

The salaries,| if adopted, 
would become effective with 
the term beginning in January, 
1927, except for three of the

ELECTRICITY 


Along with other organizations 
in this section, the Ontario-Cuca- 
monga Fruit Exchange, of which

electrical energy during the sum- 
mer months and well into the 
winter season, or until rain be- 
gins to fall again.

The letter to the Upland city 
council is as follows:

Gentlemen,—At the regular 
meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Ontario-Cucamonga Fruit 
Exc*ange, held July 3rd, 1924, the 
very serious question of power 
shortage was discussed by our 
directors, and after considerable 
discussion of this question it was 
the opinion of our board, 
they went on record as being in 
favor of “Daylight Saving” timé, 
which, in their opinion, would be 
a step in the right direction to- 
wards power conservation, and 
we were instructed to take this 
matter up with the Chambers of 
‘Commerce of Los Angeles, 
tario and Upland, as well as the 
¢city councils of both Ontario and 
Upland, putting this matter up to 
them and asking their support in| 
a move of this kind. 

State-wide daylight saving time, 
of course, would be _ preferable 
and our board went on record 
approving state-wide adoption of 
this method, but in case this is 
not possible, requesting as many 
cities and municipalities as poss- 
ible to put this conservation meth- | 
od in force. 

We urgently request your con- 
sideration of this ‘matter and also, 
enlist your help in any other way 
that you can suggest for power 
conservation.

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KEELEN MOWER 
T0 BE MADE HERE 


Upland is to become the home 
of the E. B. Keelen Power Mow- 
er, 
of E. B. Keelen, who over a per- 
iod of years has been traveling 
the middie west as a salesman. 

For several years Mr. Keelen 
has spent a few weeks each year 
in Upland, and he liked it here 
so well that when he completed 
plans for his mower he decided 
to establish his assembling plant 
here. At present headquarters 
are at the Ross Electric Shop, 
but within a short time more 
room will be needed as assembl 
ing of the machines will soon be 
under way. 


The Keelen Power Mower is a 
combination of a Ford and the 
old-time horse-drawn mowing ma- 
chine. It will mow from 5 to 8 
acres an hour, and has been 
thoroughly tried out and has 
made good in every test. The 
machine weighs less than 1200 
pounds and uses a Ford engine, 
frame and rear end, the other 
parts being of cast iron and the 
cycle bar practically the same 
as used on a mowing machine. 


At the present time Mr. Keelen 
resides at 684 East Tenth Street, 
and is organizing his sales force. 
Eight men are to be placed over 
different territories in the state 
selling the machines, which will 
immediately appeal to the hay 
and grain farmer as it not only 
cuts down the number of men 
necessary to harvest a crop, but 
does away with numerous horses 
employed in propelling old-time 
mowers. The machine has a top 
to protect the operator from the 
sun, and headlights, so that the 
machine may be operated 24 
hours a day if desired. 

The machine can also be used 
for transporting loads about the 
ranch, as removal of the mower 
attachment is very simple. 


Assembling of the first machine 
will be completed this week, and 
within the month a force of from 
eight to Agu. men will be employ- 
ed assembling the machines and 
packing them for shipment.

LIBRARY. SHOWS. 
CIRCULATION GAIN 


On the Fourth, the library kept 
open house from 12 o’clock until 
in the evening. Over 
one hundred and seventy came in, 
either to rest or to read, and the 
greatest number in attendance 
were adults, who really seemed 
glad of a cool resting place. This 
was just another type of service, 
and “Service” is the library motto. 
Miss Watson was in charge dur- 
ing the day. 





June’s circulation report shows 
an increase over May of nearly 
three hundred, the total being 
3773, of which 364 was for mag- 
azines, three for pamphlets and 
4 sterographs (boxes). Of this 
grand total 935 is credited to the 
County Free Library, and 2838 
to the city, the city being almost 
two-thirds more than the county. 
Two hundred and twenty-eight 
took advantage of the library be- 
ing open for reading on Sunday 
during the month. Seventy-three 
books were accessioned and 114 
withdrawn, leaving a total of 
6408. The large number of with- 
drawn books naturally followed 
the inventory taken in January of 
this year, 87 having been  with- 
drawn of the total of 114 because 
they had been taken right out of 
the library without checking out 
at the desk, consequently no trace 
of them could be found. As this 
inventory was the first ever taken 
and the library has been open to 
the public since August, 1913, the 
loss was not so great as might 
have been expected. To date 
7367 books have been accession- 
ed. One hundred and nineteen 
books have been mended during 
the month; 30 bound, and 4 vol- 
umes of magazines have been 
bound. But 27 new members reg- 
istered, while 13 withdrew, leav- 
ing 2115 in good standing. 

On the west side of the library 
awnings have been placed over 
the three groups of windows and 
ventilators, assuring the readers 
in the afternoon of coolness and 
a better light. Also a pepper 
tree has ,been planted west af 
the library which, given time, will 
make a delightful shade for the 
At the front, two 
evergreens have been placed. The 
tree planting is the thought of 
the city trustees, as they feel that 
more shade is needed on the Mun- 
icipal Park grounds. 

In keeping with the patriotic 
spirit of the Fourth, the library 
was decorated in front with the 
flag and inside with streamers 
and shields. : 


ELLENA BROTHERS 
ARE FOUND GUILTY 


Tried jointly before a jury 
in justice court at Cucamonga 
Thursday, Frank and John 
Ellena, wealthy young Italians 
of Etiwanda, were found guilty 
on a charge of possessing 
liquor and a fine of $100 was 
assessed against each of them 
by Justice W. C. Belden.

REPORT OF INTER 
NATIONAL ROTARY 














CONVENTION 





President Merton E. Hill of 
the. Upland Rotary, who at- 
tended the International Con- 
vention at Toronto, continued 
his report on the convention 
today at the noon luncheon at 
the Sycamores. 

As President Hill is: unable 
to get to Rotary on time, a 
chairman pro-tem is appointed 
to fill his place until he ar- 
rives.

The major Rotary ac- 
tivity should lead to better busi- 
ness methods and their codifica- 
tion so that ‘there will be a bet- 
ter business world where happi- 
nses, contentment, kindness, co- 
operation and efficiency become 
common place and competition 
will lose its sordid strife. All 
men then within a craft can com- 
pete with each other on the basis 
/of equality of opportunity; we 
shall then have co-operative com- 
petition—the paradox of the imag- 
ination.” ‘The making of men,’ 
said President Guy, ‘is the main 
purpose of Rotary; we should 
work to eventuate great achieve. 
ment. Make the boys grow in- 
to honorable business men. Bach 
individual Rotarian should be in- 
terested in every boy with whom 
he comes in contact. He should 
set the example of right living, 
never recounting questionable 
stories or double-meaning jokes, 
and should carry his conversation 
I with the bo; into worthy chan- 
'nels.” President Guy emphasiz- 
ed the need in every club of five 
things: 1, The singleness of 
classification; 2, compulsory at- 
tendance; 3, friendship; 4, better 
business methods; 5, loyalty to 
the classification. Every Rotarian 
should read the address in full. 

“Each program was. opened 
with an animated ‘sing song,’ 
lead by that magnificent commun- 
ity leader, Robert Lawrence of 
Washington, D.C. 

“The opening address of Tues- 
day afternoon was given by Dr. 
Crawford McCulloch of Fort Will- 
iam, Ontario. His subject was 
‘Progress and Prospects.’ ‘Ro- 
tary,’ he said, ‘must be founded 
on something solid or it won't 
endure. Truth is only required 
after careful search for facts. If 
Rotary is founded upon truth it 
must be universal. Rotary must 
be. translated into resultful ac- 
tion. Manpower is only develop- 
ed as men are developed. Rotary 
can be applied in any town and 
in your town, if only you have 
the will to do it. The first re 
quisite to membership in Rotary 
is an understanding of the prin- 
ciples of Rotary and the inten- 
tion to put those principles into 
action. The missionary spirit is 
not dead today, but as strong as 
in the time of the crusaders. Ro- 
tary is essentially of the spirit; 
so material growth is only valu- 
able when it expresses man- 
power. The less successful are 
often suspicious; and so the suc- 
cessful are the object of suspic- 
ion. If Rotary can ameliorate 
this suspicion among the nations, 
the name of Rotary will be writ- 
ten large in the annals of time.’ 
Crawford then told of the spread 
of Rotary from the Anglo-Saxon 
countries to the other countries 
of the world, until now there are 
more than eighteen hundred 
clubs.”

LEGISLATURE WILL 
GET NEW HIGHWAY 
FINANGE PLAN 


i 
As the last of the $40,000,000 





state highway bond issue, voted 
in 1919, was sold, Gov. Friend W. 
Richardson’s committee of nine 
California citizens, including J. 
B. Gill of San Bernardino, began 
drafting a highway finance plan 
that will be presented before the 
legislature when it convenes in 
January. 

The last block of $3,000,000 in 
bonds was auctioned by State 
Treasurer Johnson and brought a 
premium of $181,000, the largest 
in the history of highway bond 
sales in California. 


The purchase was made by a 
syndicate of eight large San Fran- 
cisco and New York banks, repre- 
sented in the bidding by the 
Anglo, London-Paris Bank of San 
Francisco. The interest rate of 
four and one-half per cent, fixed 
by the Highway Finance Board, 
brought out a large crowd of bid- 
ders. In the wind up, the suc- 
cessful syndicate was being op- 
posed by the National City Bank 
of New York, which offered a 
premium of $181,000. The fiist 
offer was a premium of $50,000. 

The sale of the bonds will have 
little effect on the finances of the 
Highway Commission as far as 
any new work is concerned, it 
was pointed out by highway offic- 
ials following the sale. All of 
the money will be needed to make 
payments on contracts already un- 
der way. 

From now on, the Commis- 
sion’s only source of revenue for 
new work will be Federal Aid Al- 
lotments. All available funds 
from this source also are obligat- 
ed at the present time, and the 
Commission anticipated a slow- 
ing down of new work until be- 
lated payments from the federal 
government build up the funds to 
a point where additional con- 
tracts can be entered into. This 
situation was brought to the at- 
tention of the public early this 
week, when State Highway En- 
gineer R. M. Morton, announced 
that notice of bids had been re- 
called on two grading jobs in the 
Truckee River Canyon and on the 
construction of a bridge in Ven- 
tura County. 

The time has arrived, officials 




















for the refinancing of state high- 
way work. Studies along this 
line are now being made by the 
Committee of Nine, appointed by 
Governor Richardson, and a plan 
will be presented to the next 
session, when it convenes in Jan- 
uary. 


LIVESTOCK NOT 
TD ENTER COUNTY 


The Board of Supervisors Mon- 
day declined to issue permits for 
the movement of livestock into 
this county, as prohibited, except 
for immediate slaughter, under 
the provisions of an ordinance 
adopted during the foot and 
mouth disease epidemic. 

Request that some action be 
taken by the board to permit cat- 
tle being shipped into the county 
was made by cattle owners, who 
stated they wished to ship ani- 
mals from Imperial County to San 
Bernardino County pastures. A 
similar request made by a Kern 
County cattleman was also de- 
nied. d 

Dr. O. D. Hubbell, county vet- 
erinarian, asked by the supervis- 
ors what was his opinion as to 
the situation at this time, stated 
that he was opposed to letting 



























had passed. Within the next 30 
days, he said, unless further out- 
breaks occur, there probably will 
be little danger. He added, tiow- 
ever, that he would be willing to 
issue special permits should the 
supervisors deem it advisable to 
amend the present ordinance. 

Speaking for the supervisors, 
Chairman A. G. Kendall declared 
that it being apparent that all 
feeling of danger had not been 
abated, and inasmuch as some- 
body had to say “no,” the board 
would not make any change in 
the ordinance at this time.

Indictments by the grand 
jury of nearly a score of 
accused criminals whose hear- 
ings in the justice court are. 
delayed by crowded calendars 
will be requested by District 
Attorney George H. Johnson 
when the inquisitors again con- 
vene, he announced yesterday. 


In criminal cases when an|s 


indictment is returned, it 
abolishes the holding of pre- 
liminary hearings, taking the 
cases direct to the Superior 
Court. In Justice Jerome B. 
Kavanaugh’s court, prelimin- 
ary hearings are being set as 
late as September, so crowded 
are the calendars. 
Will Save Weeks of Delay 
“‘T will suggest the return- 
ing of indictments in criminal 
cases,’’ said Mr. Johnson. ‘‘In 
many instances, indictments 
will save weeks or months de- 
lay in the trying of the cases, 
as the justice court is so 
crowded with cases that hear- 
ings are being scheduled late 
in August and September. 
“The saving of weeks of 
delay would not only be ad- 
vantageous to the district at- 
'torney’s office, as our cases 
frequently get ‘musty’ Wit- 
nesses frequently. disappear 
and delays often hinder jus- 
‘tice. And the forced holding 
of accused persons in jail for 
two or three months before 
they are able to obtain a hear- 
ing is unfair to the accused.’’
